[-] isolating t he-carbohvdrates and other soluble compounds ar e isolat e d by solid- 
liquid separation. 

Claim 7 (currently amended) Process according to Claim 6, charact e riz e d — m — that 
comprising the step of adding calcium is add e d to the complex in order to obtain a gel. 

Claim 8 (currently amended) Process according to Claim 6 , charact e riz e d in that th e 
comprising the step of drying an emulsion is dried by spray-drying or fireeze-drying in order to 
obtain a powder. 

Claim 9 (currently amended) Use of th e conc e ntrat e according to on e of Claims 1 to 8 in 
a-A cosmetic composition in ord e r to slow for slowing the ageing of the skin and/or to combat 
skin damage which may be caused by exposure to UV, the said-composition comprising natural

Claim 10 (currently amended) Us e of th e conc e ntrat e according to one of Claims 1 
to 8 in a A composition which can be ingested orally in order to optimize the absorption of 
lycopene so as to induce photoprotection and thus slow the ageing of the skin , for e xampl e in 
drinlcs, chocolate, ice cr e ams, c e r e al pr e parations, solubl e coff ee and pr e par e d m e als comprising 
natural Ivcopene concentrate that is water-soluble at room temperature comprising at least 1 mg 
of Ivcopene per g of the said concentrate, not more than 30% of proteins, not more than 30% of 
polysaccharides, not more than 10% of organic acids, and at least 30% of lipid compounds . 
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Claim 1 1 (currently amended) Use of th e conc e ntrate according to one of Claims 1 
to 8, as a A .dietary supplement in th e form of pills, g e latin capsul e s or tabl e ts containing doses of 
0.001 to 100% of the said a concentrate comprising natural Ivcopene concentrate that is water- 
soluble at room temperature comprising at least 1 mg of Ivcopene per g of the said concentrate, 
not more than 30% of proteins, not more than 30% of polysaccharides, not more than 10% of 
organic acids, and at least 30% of lipid compounds . 

Claim 12 (currently amended) Us e of th e conc e ntrat e according to on e of Claims 1 
to 8, orally or topically, in ord e r to avoid any A method for preventing a skin condition linked to 
exposure to UV comprising the step of administering to an individual at risk of same a 
composition comprising natural Ivcopene concentrate that is water-soluble at room temperature 
comprising at least 1 mg of Ivcopene per g of the said concentrate, not more than 30% of 
proteins, not more than 30% of polysaccharides, not more than 10% of organic acids, and at least 
30% of lipid compoxmds .

Claim 14 (new) The method of Claim 10 wherein the composition is in a form 
selected from the group consisting of drinks, chocolate, ice creams, cereal preparations, soluble 
coffee and prepared meals. 

Claim 15 (new) The method of Claim 1 wherein the dietary supplement is in a form 
selected from the group consisting of pills, gelatin capsules and tablets. 
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
